Central Intelligence Agenc y 


Existing regulations and procedure* controlling classified 
geace have been reviewed and a new regulation issued iacorfutratfii 
certain provisions of tbs .'greed Guidance paper which were at* 
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specifically contained withi n U« Agency regulatory syetecr*. resale 

fion assigns responsibilities as specific in tits President's ciireeti^ an* 
Agreed Guidance paper and sets forth requirements for any props eec 
disclosure of classified iatalUgeace, including sensitive ioteili senes au 
side of authorised channels. The President's directive is incerporas *.J 
within this regulation and ha* been circulated to all employees to ensure 
that the disclosure of classified intelligence is made only to author * 
recipients and la strict accordance with ths President's directive «*■ 
Agency regulations. 

Department of State 

The President's directive and the Agreed Guidance paper have 
circulated to those employee* who are charged with the control. 4i«- 
semiaetkm and use of classified intelligence. Ths existing regulat-e e 
and procedures which were established to control such data within th 
department and ths foreign service have been reviewed by the r ffic«r -* 
charged with the responsibility of control and dissemination <«f such t sta. 
On the basis of this review* it has been determined that fire require* e*t» 
of fire Presidential directive and Agreed Guide are paper are adenust* tv 
met.

A revision of the Agreed Guidance paper has been distributed t- 
appropriate offices within A EC Headquarters and the Field. Thim pm-*r 
was tailored for recipients of classified Intelligence exclusive „£ spw iai 
intelligence, and requires appropriate officials to re-examine thsir i *cat 
procedures for handling intelligence information. 

Personnel cleared for special intelligence have received stadia* 
instructions regarding the i resieent's directive with emphasis place-: 
on the handling of special intelligence. 

On the basis of the review of current practices in handlin g ana 
disseminating sensitive intelligence within AJEC, it has been date nr ir el 
that the requirements of the Presidential directive and the Agreed 
Guidance paper are adequately met.

This review ha* resulted I* a re-e**mi»ati©e ci the naed-to-know f r 
the sensitive categories of iatelligervce and ia * considerable redact on 
la the number of personae! with accuse to tele ietelUgence. It wa* 
determined that existing regulation* do cover the principle* *>f th* 
directive. However, to emphasise the serious effects of -^author L ed 
disclosures of classified intelligence and to ensure uniform urpieo 
tio« of the existing regulations, a joint regulation based m tea -gc 
Guidance was prepared sad subsequently coordlaated wj o »| the *•* * IC< 
by the Army acting ter tee Department of Defense. This regsdatiew wiJ s 
be distributed as soon *s possible throughout the Department of Deirn* 
and the three military Services. 
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4. I can assure you tna* appropriate steps have btca tekwm h\ 
tiw departments and agencies' conccmd to •££• c* the ijnplim mntitUn 
of tke President's directive.
